The well
can cover protruded about 2 to 3 inches above the grating due to cut casing that was
put down too hard during P&A Operations. The operator was in the process of
barricading off the area when he tripped. It was not painted at the time of the
incident. The injured complained about pain in his back. He was transported to the
hospital for a medical evaluation. He was diagnosed with an inflamed sciatic nerve
and taken off work duty. He was given a full release on 2-8-07 and returned to work.
The incident resulted in 4 days away from work for the injured.
